Joseph Noirel’s Revenge is the title of the 
translation, by Wm. F. West, A.M., of the extra¬ 
ordinary novel of Victor Cherbuliez, which has 
been running as a serial in “ The Week,” and 
which is now soon to be issued, in a 121110 of 317 
pages, by Messrs. Holt & Williams. The plot is 
masterly and its execution artistic. The secret 
of a murder falls into the possession of different 
persons successively, and becomes a dreadful bur¬ 
den or a means of terrible influence. The chief 
character is that of a workman, whose fine mind 
has been turned by brooding on the wrongs of his 
class, whose moral qualities have never been edu¬ 
cated, and whose heart is fierce in its passions. 
Loving the heroine before her unhappy marriage, 
he devotes his life to her, but is blindly selfish, and 
compromises her by his rash services. The de¬ 
nouement is horrible: the wife submitting delib¬ 
erately to murder to purchase the safety of her 
cruel husband. The characterization is able, and 
there is not wanting, in fitting portions, that flow 
of fine spirit which proved so attractive in the 
the former productions of this admirable writer. 

Hints About Business is the descriptive title of 
a little volume to be published shortly by Hoyt,Fogg 
& Breed. It is full of information valuable to begin- 
9 ners in commercial life, presented in very practical 
and intelligible shape, and arranged well for ready 
reference. It is a manual of the laws, methods, 
and customs of business; explaining about ship- 
ing, book-keeping, correspondence, giving the 
forms of business papers, and elucidating numerous 
kindred things, which are commonly left to be 
discovered and learned in the rough school of ex¬ 
perience. 

Swinton’s Progressive English Grammar.— 
Prof. William Swinton, A. M., is certainly among 
the foremost of educational reformers. In his new 
work, “ A Progressive Grammar of the English 
Tongue,” to be published shortly by the Har¬ 
pers, he displays a marked independence in 
his way of thinking, and withal a strong common 
sense which is largely the result of his long disci-

pline as a journalist and thorough experience as a 
teacher. He has not at all modelled after Lindley 
Murray, but lopping off Orthography and Prosody 
in the first place, reducing the tenses to two, and 
the moods to three (excepting in the verb “ to be ”) 
discarding “ wire-drawn definitions ” and elaborate 
systems of parsing which are “grammar run to 
seed,” and in numberless ways departing shockingly 
from venerable methods, has produced a book 
which bears a strong recommendation upon its 
face, and seems only to need a trial to establish its 
practical success. His modes are simple and at¬ 
tractive, and we doubt not will prove effective 
Two “parts” of the volume are devoted to 
“ Analysis and Construction” and “English Com¬ 
position,” and present many excellent ideas, espe¬ 
cially under the latter head. 

Incidents in my Life.—The second series of 
the spiritualist experience of D. D. Home, the cel¬ 
ebrated medium, is soon to be presented by Holt & 
Williams, together with a new edition, uniform in 
style, of the former series ; both under the general 
title “ Incidents in my Life.” The two volumes 
give a most extraordinary record of spirit manifes¬ 
tation, of odyllic phenomena perhaps the best au¬ 
thenticated of any that have yet pressed for notice, 
the most detailed in description, the most incom¬ 
prehensible in nature. There is a chapter of 
reviews and replies, in the second series, and an 
account of the interesting chancery suit of Jane 
Lyon against D. D. Home and W. M. Wilkinson. 
The books are interesting and very curious. 


“ The Polyglotte,” edited by Orm, published 
by Schneider of Trieste, is announced as an interna¬ 
tional periodical, which will offer articles in Ger¬ 
man, Italian, French and English. In the first 
two numbers there are German articles by Fr. 
Halm, Fr. Gerstacker, and Marie Orm, Italian 
by O. Montorio, French by Louisa Siefert and 
Aline de Sarcilly, and English contributions by 
Louisa Parr and Hedley. In addition there is 
correspondence in four languages from London, 
Paris, Dresden, Vienna, and Rome. 

The importation of American books into France, 
Germany and Russia, is increasing at a very rapid 
rate. In Leipsic the general desire of the princi¬ 
pal book-firms is, that the American publishers 
should establish agencies in that principal book- 
market of the European Continent. 

The two archaeological books by Tyler, which 
have been announced by nearly every American 
publishing house of importance, will be published 
after all by Holt & Williams, under an arrangement 
with the author. By joint agreement, they will be 
published also by Estes & Lauriat in Boston. 

Benjamin D. Emerson, one of the compilers of 
“ Emerson’s Arithmetic,” died at his residence in 
Jamaica Plains, Mass., last week, leaving a quarter 
of a million, the bulk of which he bequeathed to 
educational purposes. Dartmouth College gets 
$100,000. 

The British returns ending the 31st of July last, 
show that the value of the imports Of paper during 
the first seven months of the current year amounted 
to ^124,277 in excess of those of the correspond¬ 
ing period of 1871, while the value of the exports 
was no less than ^173,130. This is evidence, says 
the London Stationer , that in spite of increased 
foreign competition, the English papermakers have 
held their own to an extent that could scarcely 
have been anticipated.

STATIONERY AND FANCY GOODS. 

The market for domestic stationery is at present 
very dull in comparison with what is usually ex¬ 
pected at this time of the year. Only the standard 
goods are being sold, and these only in limited 
quantities. During the entire fall, the trade has 
been inactive; but, to a certain extant, this was 
expected, owing to the excitement that usually 
attends the Presidential election. It was antici¬ 
pated, however, that as the holidays approached, 
business would become brisk. But this has not 
been the case. Dealers are, in consequence, dis¬ 
appointed ; but they now look forward to the end 
of the campaign, when all business will become 
more settled, and when it is thought the trade in 
their line of goods will revive. 

In foreign goods there has been no material 
change. The market is dull, and importers, fearing 
a further advance in prices, receive only such stock 
as can be disposed of immediately. Fancy French 
papers continue to arrive, and some of the new 
patterns are very beautiful. The place of these pa¬ 
pers, however, is being taken by the new style 
smooth papers which were introduced about two 
months ago. These new papers are very delicately 
tinted, and being cut to convenient sizes, they are 
very generally received. The finest qualities come 
from Paris, but a very heavy grade is made in Lon¬ 
don, and is preferred by many. Both styles sell at 
about the same price. Besides these papers there 
is in foreign stationery nothing new, and the market 
is without interest. One cause of this is the pre¬ 
vailing uncertainty regarding prices ; for the goods 
that are now coming in were contracted for some 
time ago, and it is not known whether new orders 
can be placed at the same rates. The man¬ 
ufacturers abroad are upon this point non-committal 
and prefer to give no estimates until they receive the 
orders, which they promise to fill at the ruling prices 
at the time the order is received. Mathematical, op¬ 
tical, and surgical instruments continue high and 
difficult to obtain, the manufacturers having now 
more orders than they can fill. This condition of 
the market has, to a certain extent, had a beneficial 
effect upon the domestic trade, especially since it 
has been discovered that the foreign supply cannot 
be relied upon. The manufacturers here have be¬ 
come very busy, and find a ready sale for all the 
goods they can turn out. Except in few instances, 
these goods do not possess so fine a finish as the 
foreign, but they are made to answer the require¬ 
ments of the trade, and the demand has brought 
about a corresponding improvement in prices. 

The imponers of fancy goods have now their 
hands full. Most of the goods ordered have al¬ 
ready arrived, but there are many more invoices 
yet to come. Within the last few years the trade 
in fancy goods has increased to a surprising extent, 
and it has now reached a degree of importance 
that faifly entitles it to be classed among the most 
valuable interests of the country. 

Only a few years ago the importations of fancy 
articles were very small, and the goods as a class 
were very inferior. But the general taste of the 
community has since improved, and has brought 


about a taste for elegant and ornamental objects 
for which at one time there was no sale at all. 
This appreciation for articles of verUi has this year 
been shown to a greater extent than ever before, 
and the most costly goods are now readily disposed 
of. Goods that were never offered on this market 
before, on account of their expensive character, 
have been freely imported this year, and there has 
been no difficulty in finding purchasers. 

The importations of the more general line of 
goods have also been much larger than usual, and 
most of the importers are carrying heavy stocks 
which they expect to work off between now and 
Christmas. All kinds of fancy goods are meeting 
with a ready sale, and up to this time more goods 
have been sold than for the same period any pre¬ 
vious season, but in view of the heavy stocks yet 
on hand, some importers complain that their sales 
should have been even larger than they were. It 
may be that the market has been overstocked, but 
in view of the amount already sold, and that the 
season is yet young, it is not thought that any un¬ 
due amount will remain on hand at the close. The 
late troubles in Wall street which brought about a 
stringency in the money market have had a depress¬ 
ing effect upon the trade. Many importers had 
large invoices in bond, but were unwilling and un¬ 
able to pay the excessive rates asked for money, 
and consequently allowed their goods to remain 
in bond until, as it happened in some cases, they 
lost the sale of them. In many cases these goods 
are still in the Custom-house, because the import¬ 
ers cannot afford to borrow money at the present 
rates, and must therefore wait until their own bills 
come in. 

Notwithstanding these drawbacks the season so 
far has been prosperous, and more novelties in the 
way of expensive goods have been introduced 
than in any previous year. We have not space to 
give a description, or even to call attention to all 
the new goods offered, but it is sufficient to say 
that there never was a year when so many beauti¬ 
ful and tasteful articles were shown. 

Among the more noticeable articles are the dif¬ 
ferent varieties of portemonnaies for ladies. The 
newest styles are made of seal skin, and are ele¬ 
gantly finished with gilt mountings and clasps. 
These goods sell all the way from $7.50 to $50 per 
dozen, according to the quality of the fur and fin¬ 
ish. There are also offered fusee cases and ladies’ 
bags of the same material. The latter are lined 
with rich moire antique silk, and mounted with 
gilt bronze. They sell from $4.50 to $20 each. It 
is said that this season seal skin will continue in 
fashion for ladies’ wean, so that these bags and 
purses are designed to match the jackets, and will 
probably become very popular. One of the latest 
novelties are the goods made of Coromandel wood, 
which have been imported for the first time this 
season. This material is obtained at a place of 
the same name on the coast of Africa, from whence 
it is taken to London to be manufactured. It r< • 
sembles black walnut to a great extent, but it is 
much heavier, and is susceptible of a much 
higher polish. It is used for writing-desks, worl - 
boxes, glove and handkerchief boxes, st; - 
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tionery cabinets, and cigar stands. All those 
goods are of the most elegant designs, and it may 
be said that nothing approaching them was ever 
imported before. The cigar stands are entirely 
new, and the drawers that hold the cigars are 
fitted with adjustable divisions which may be so 
arranged as to accommodate any length. There 
are also spirit cases which hold four large cut-glass 
bottles, either pints or quarts, as desired. These 
cases may be had from $30 to $50 each. As may 
be seen from the prices, these Coromandel goods 
are very expensive, and on this account they were 
never imported before, but this season they have 
met with a ready sale. The desks of this material 
are particularly elegant. The more expensive ones 
are inlaid with costly woods, and the interior is 
furnished wifli every convenience. In this connec¬ 
tion it may be remarked that there is a great im¬ 
provement in the writing-desks of domestic make. 
Those produced by the best makers compare well 
with the imported, and are now meeting with a 
ready sale. They are made of every variety of 
hard wood, and though equally elegant in every 
respect, they sell fully twenty-five per cent, less 
than the foreign goods. 

In bronzes many new designs are shown, the 
most noticeable of which is a new style jewel-case. 
It is a pedestal, supporting a circular receptacle, 
open in front, and surmounted with ornamental fig¬ 
ures. The interior of the receptacle is beautifully 
upholstered in satin. It is designed to stand upon 
a lady’s dressing-table, to be used to receive arti¬ 
cles of jewelry as they may be removed at night. 
The interior cushion prevents the possibility of 
injury, and the article is at once a convenience and 
an ornament. 

A new bronze inkstand is shown that certainly- 
suits the times. It represents a bank of turf upon 
which rests a beehive, the top of which falls back 
upon a hinge and exposes the ink. Tastefully 
grouped around the hive are various implements 
of agriculture. Resting upon a long-handled axe, 
there is a peculiarly-shaped hat, which bears a re¬ 
markable resemblance to that worn by a popular 
politician. This has been termed the “ Greeley ink- 
stand”; and as such, has met with a large sale. 

The green bronze, known as “ verde antique,” is 
again becoming fashionable, and many artistic 
clocks and figures are shown. A new style of 
glove, handkerchief, and order-boxes of gold 
bronze are attracting much attention. They are very 
costly, the set selling as high as $125 per set; but 
they are among the most beautiful goods offered. 
The boxes are ornamented with Florentine mosa¬ 
ics, agate, and other stones, and in some instances, 
with turquoise and pearls. These goods come from 
London, and are the first of the kind ever im¬ 
ported. 

In leather goods there is everything that could 
tempt the fancy of the most fastidious. Russia 
leather is still pre-eminent, but its place is being 
disputed by the new style alligator goods, intro¬ 
duced early in the season. These goods are rough 
and heavy, but there is still a certain st\le about 
them that is quite taking. They are being much 
sought after, but the importers being doubtful as 
to how they would take with the trade, or¬ 
dered only small lots. They are consequently 
scarce and expensive; but it is thought that they 
will soon arrive in sufficient quantities to supply 
the demand, when it is expected that they will be¬ 
come as popular here as they have been in Vienna. 
A medium-sized travelling bag of this material is 
worth $45. Most of the leather goods this sea- 
*son have been brought from Vienna, the Paris 
market having advanced to such an extent as to 
make purchases there almost impossible. 


The latest styles of fans are of carved ivory and 
tortoise-shell. They sell from $15 to $30. Among 
the most finished goods upon the market are those 
of carved ivory, from Paris. These are Maltese 
and rustic crosses, and crosses entwined with ivy; 
also, anchors. These are put up in sets, with ear¬ 
rings to match, aad chains of the same material, 
that the cross may be worn about the neck. The 
carving upon these goods is of the most delicate 
character, and shows a degree of artistic skill that 
is seldom seen upon articles of this description. 
The sets may be had at wholesale from $2 to $15. 

Perry & Co.’s new adhesive letters and figures, a 
description of which has appeared in previous 
•numbers of the Trade Circular, as we predicted, 
have become a standard article in the London mar¬ 
ket. Encouraged by the home demand, the man¬ 
ufacturers have appointed Mr. H. Schatz, ©f 47 
Nassau street, their sole agent for the United 
States, and he is now prepared to supply the trade 
at exceedingly reasonable rates. Ilis price list is 
very full, Perry & Co. having added several new 
sizes and colors since their introduction last spring. 
The assortment now embraces letters, figures, 
strips, ornamental corners, and card-board for show 
cards of various sizes and colors. When thor¬ 
oughly introduced, there will be, beyond doubt, a 
gradually increasing demand for these useful letters. 

The season for fancy goods has now fairly set in, 
and if it continues to the end as well as it has be¬ 
gun, there will be few or no complaints. 


Mark Twain in Protest. 

The following characteristic letter from the 
American humorist is only too well-grounded. 
“ Literary piracy ” is not exclusively an American 
invention; in fact, it would be hard to find an 
American publisher of Mr. Hotten’s unblushing 
effrontery : 

“ To the Editor of the Loyidon Spectator. 

“Sir: I only venture to intrude upon you be¬ 
cause I come, in some sense, in the interest of pub¬ 
lic morality, and this makes my mission respecta¬ 
ble. Mr. John Camden Hotten, of London, has, 
of his own individual motion, republished several of 
my books in England. I do not protest against 
this, for there is no law that could give effect to the 
protest; and, besides, publishers are not accounta¬ 
ble to the laws of heaven or earth in any country, 
as I understand it. But my little grievance is this : 
My books are bad enough just as they are written ; 
then what must they be after Mr. John Camden 
Hotten has composed half a dozen chapters and 
added the same to them ? I feel that all true 
hearts will bleed for an author whose volumes have 
fallen under such a dispensation as this. If a 
friend of yours, or if even you yourself were to write 
a book and set it adrift among the people, with the 
gravest apprehensions that it was not up to what it 
ought to be intellectually, how would you like to 
have John Camden Hotten sit down and stimulate 
his powers, and drool two or three original chap¬ 
ters on to the end of that book ? Would not the 
world seem cold and hollow to you ? Would you 
not feel that you wanted to die and be at rest ? Lit¬ 
tle the world knows of true suffering. And suppose 
he should entitle these chapters “ Holiday Litera¬ 
ture,” “True Story of Chicago,” “On Children,” 
“ Train up a Child, and away he Goes,” and “Ven¬ 
geance,” and then, on the strength of having evolv¬ 
ed these marvels from his own consciousness, go and 
“ copyright the entire book, and put in the title page 
a picture of a man with his hand in another man’s 
pocket, and the legend “ All Rights Reserved.” 
(I only suppose the picture ; still it would be a 
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rather neat thing.) And further, suppose that in 
the kindness of his heart and the exuberance of his 
untaught fancy, this thoroughly well-meaning inno¬ 
cent should expunge the modest title which you 
had given your book, and replace it with so foul an 
invention as this, “Screamers and Eye Openers,” 
and went and got that copyrighted too. And sup¬ 
pose that on the top of all this he continually and 
persistently forgot to offer you a single penny or 
even send you a copy of your mutilated book to 
burn. Let one suppose all this. Let him suppose 
it with strength enough, and then he will know 
something about woe. Sometimes when I read 
one of those additional chapters constructed by 
John Camden Hotten, I feel as if I wanted to take 
a broom straw and go and knock that man’s brains 
out. Not in anger, for I feel none ! Oh ! not in 
anger; but only to see, that is all. Mere idle curi¬ 
osity. 

“ And Mr. Hotten says that one nom de plume of 
mine is “ Carl Byng.” I hold that there is no af¬ 
fliction in this world that makes a man feel so down¬ 
trodden and abused as the giving him a name that 
does not belong to him. How would this sinful 
aborigine feel if I were to call him John Camden 
Hottentot, and come out in the papers and say 
he was entitled to it by divine right ? I do honest¬ 
ly believe it would throw him into a brain fever, if 
there were not an insuperable obstacle in the way. 

“Yes—to come back to the original subject, which 
is the sorrow that is slowly but surely undermining 
my health—Mr. Hotten prints unrevised, uncor¬ 
rected, and in Some respects sphrious books, with 
my name to them as author, and thus embitters his 
customers against one of the most innocent of men. 
Messrs. George Routledge & Sons are the only 
English publishers who pay me any copyright, ana, 
therefore, if my books are to disseminate either 
suffering or crime among readers of our language, 
I would ever so much rather they did it through 
that house, and then I could contemplate the spec¬ 
tacle calmly as the dividends came in.

The little folks will* we trow, be delighted to 
hear that “Aunt Jo ” is making another “ Scrap 
Bag ” for them ; and that “ Susan Coolidge ” {Miss 
Woolsey, daughter of ex-President Woolsey of 
Yale)* who told them the stories of the “ New Year’s 
Bargain,” last holidays, is weaving another charm¬ 
ing story about “ What Katy Did. ” Miss Alcott’s 
new “ Scrap Bag” will contain one or two “bran 
new” stories* and others which have been printed 
some time or other in various periodicals, including 
“ Shawl Straps,” but which will be fresh to the 
majority of her present multitudinous readers, 
“Susan Coolidge’s ” new juvenile is a thorough 
girl’s book, “a real story, founded on fact,” which 
of itself will charm all young book readers. It will 
be illustrated by the same talented lady who illus¬ 
trated the “ New Year’s Bargain,” Miss Addie Led- 
yard of Brooklyn. This first book by “ Susan 
Coolidge,”—the “New Year’s Bargain’’-^-by the 
way, is getting quite popular in London. A stray 
copy last season made its way to the tables of the 
London publisher Seeley, and was so attractive that 
the house ordered plates from the Boston publish¬ 
ers and are now profiting by its publication. An¬ 
other juvenile to come in company with the two 
just mentioned is a batch of children’s stories by 
Miss Laura Ledyard, a cousin of Miss Addie, the 


designer of “ Susan Coolidge’s ” illustrations, some 
of which have been published in Scribner's Maga¬ 
zine, some in Hearth and Home , and some not at 
all as yet. They will be under the title of “Very 
Young America,” the name of the first story in the 
book. Miss Addie will furnish the illustrations. 
These two ladies have already accomplished a good 
deal of excellent work together, and are rapidly 
making for themselves an extensive and lasting 
reputation. In a recent Scribner's they published 
“Blue Robbins, with Etchings,” which has been 
widely noticed and favorably commended* and they 
are continually exhibiting their talents in an accept¬ 
able and pleasing manner. All of these books are 
to be published during the late fall by Roberts 
Brothers. This house has also in preparation, and 
for earlier publication, three sets of juveniles from 
the English. One is called “Italian Scenes and 
Stories,” by the author of that little tot of a book, 
“ What Makes Me Grow ?” reprinted by Putnam 
a while ago; another is “Little Lives,” animal 
stories in prose and verse, by the author of “ Even¬ 
ing Amusements,” and the third is that charming 
series by Mrs. Robert O’Reilly : “The Doll World,” 
'“Deborah’s Drawer,” and “Daisy’s Companion,” 
uniform in these volumes, in size like “Aunt Jo’s 
Scrap Bag,” to be sold at the low price, as books 
nowadays go, of a dollar each. These bpoks will 
be prettily illustrated, and bound. The juveniles 
in the press of James R. Osgood & Co. are not 
numerous, but they are of good quality. For pub¬ 
lication in October they have marked on their list 
“ Marjorie’s Quest,” a book for girls, by Miss 
Jeanie T. Gould, illustrated by Hoppin, and 
“Camping Out” and “Left on Labrador,” new 
illustrated juveniles by C. A. Stephens; and for 
November, J. T. Trowbridge’s “A Chance for 
Himself,” a sequel to “ Jack Hazard’s Adventures,” 
illustrated ; and another juvenile by C. A. Stephens; 

From Lee & Shepard’s press, books must hop 
like corn from the popper over a brisk fire, to ful¬ 
fil the promises of juveniles they have made. For 
this and next month they have underscored sets of 
books by that prolific of prolifics, Oliver Optic, 
uniform with “Our Boys’ and Girls’ Story-teller” 
and “ Our Boys’ and Girls’ Favorite;” the “Child 
of the Island Glen,” the fourth volume of Elijah 
Kellogg’s “ Pleasant Cove Series,” to be com¬ 
pleted in six volumes, and “ Winning His Spurs,” 
the fourth of his six-volume “ Whispering Pine 
Series;” “Little Grandfather,” the fifth of the six- 
volume “Little Prudy’s Flyaway Series,” by 
Sophie May; “Picked up Adrift” and “The 
Treasures of the Seas,” the last ttvo volumes com¬ 
pleting the popular “ B. O. W. C. Series,” by 
James De Mille, and “ The Seven Hills,” the 
second volume of his new series, “ The Young 
Dodge Club,” to be completed in six volumes ; a 
new series by Miss Adelaide F. Samuels, entitled 
“ Dick Travers Abroad, ” uniform with “ The Dick 
and Daisy Series;” “ The Children of Amity 
Court,” a new volume which has long been pron> 
ised of the “Charley Roberts Series,” by Miss L. 
M. Thurston; “ King Jollyboy Series,” elegant 
large 4to juveniles, printed in blue and red ; and 
“ Sally Williams, the Green Mountain Girl,” by 
Mrs. E. D. Cheney, and “ Only a Girl,” by Miss 
Virginia F. Townsend, to be published in the new 
“ Girlhood Series,” of which that wonderfully fresh 
and delightsome “ An American Girl Abroad,” by 
Miss Adeline Trafton, is the first volume, and 
“The Doctor’s Daughter,” by Sophie May, the 
second.

LITERARY AND TRADE GOSSIP. 

The Cincinnati Exposition has been a great 
success. We note that at the distribution of 
prizes the following in “Class No. 41, books, sta¬ 
tionery, printing, binding, etc.,” obtained silver 
medals for best work ; Robert Clarke & Co., 
Cincinnati, two for fine book printing and for book¬ 
binding in half leether; Methodist Book Concern, 
Cincinnati, for book-binding in full leather ; Wil¬ 
son, Hinkle & Co., Cincinnati, for blank books, 
ruling and binding; Plarding, Erwin & Co., Mid¬ 
dletown, O., for writing papers; Oglesby, Moore 
& Co., Middletown, O., for tinted book papers ; 
and three bronze medals for book work : Oglesby, 
Moore & Co. for No. 1 book paper ; Maguire 
Skinner & Co., Hamilton, O., for straw wrapping 
papers. 

The Springfield Republican, with self-satisfaction 
that is entirely excusable, counts up the great num¬ 
ber of books that have first been printed in the 
form of correspondence, essays, or serials in its 
columns. “ Seven volumes of Dr. Holland’s now 
widely famous works were first published in the 
Republican, to wit : History of Western Massachu¬ 
setts (2 vols.), The Bay Path, Timothy Titcomb’s 
Letters, Gold Foil, Lessons in Life, and Letters to 
the Joneses ; Mr. Bowles’ three.^books of western 
travel ; Across the Continent, A Summer in Col¬ 
orado, and Our New West; the lamented Rev. Mr. 
Fiske’s (“Dunn Browne’s ”) quaint and graphic 
Army Letters ; Professor Perry’s book on Political 
Economy ; Victoire, Mrs. M. C. Ames’ first nov¬ 
el; Greensboro, a smaller novel by Mrs. F. H. 
Cooke ; the charming letters that formed the My 
Paris of Mr. Edward King ; Rev. Mr. Gladden’s 
Letters to Young People, afterwards published by 
Osgood & Co.; and now the freshest and certainly 
among the most worthy and fast proving one of 
the most popular of all the goodly company, An 
American pirl Abroad^ by Miss Trafton. In all, 
17 volumes—quite a little Republican library in¬ 
deed—first tried the taste and temper of the pub¬ 
lic in the columns of this journal. No other Amer¬ 
ican paper can point to such a list of literary jew¬ 
els born of its brain. Our files hold yet other rich 
material of permanent interest, and at least three 
ipore volumes from their pages are talked about.” 

The London correspondent of the Boston Adver¬ 
tiser speaks of a new foreign enterprise—a prepa¬ 
ration of 'stories for reproduction in feuilletons. “ I 
have before me now the prospectus of the ‘ Cor¬ 
respondence Litteraire Ad. Favre,’ announcing 
various changes in its rules as to the supply of 
‘ ,Roman feuilletons.’ A catalogue of some 300 
stories by Eugene Sue, Dumas, Paul Feval, etc., 
is supplied, any one of which a newspaper may 
publish in chapters at six francs per 100,000 letters, 
or 6 centimes a thousand. ‘We do not treat for 


less than fifteen francs’ worth of feuilletons.’ An 
arrangement has been made, covered by the forego* 
ing payment, with every author or holder of a copy¬ 
right. But you may not only get your fiction la¬ 
dled out to you in this way, if you are a Continent¬ 
al journalist, but your politics as well. Political arti¬ 
cles are supplied in P'rench, English, German, Span¬ 
ish, and Italian. The authors are above prejudices 
and ‘ each of these articles will be written in harmony 
with the opinions of the particular journal to which 
it is addressed.’ Capable writers, it is added, are 
kept on the premises. Any pattern can be had.” 

The Italian powers have determined to confer 
on Dr. Virchow of Berlin some mark of distinction. 
Some journals of the Roman provinces have called 
upon the doctors of Italy to have a medal stamped 
for this celebrated man, who has worked so faith¬ 
fully and fruitfully in the interest of medical scL 
ence. 

Emperor William has bestowed the order of 
the Crown, with the special honor of the memorial 
ribbon, on Rudolf Bunge of Kothen, the author of 
the well-known drama, “ The Duke of Kuland.” 
In this piece, written long before the war, the wri¬ 
ter celebrated the recapture of Strasburg and Al¬ 
sace in glowing verses, and when the war broke out 
he devoted himself most generously to the care of 
the wounded in the field. 

The German Goethe Society awards a prize ev-s 
ery two years to competitors in some branch of art. 
Last year the German sculptors were called upon 
to make a cast of a monument to be erected to the 
memory of soldiers fallen in the successful German 
war. The prize was awarded on Goethe’s birth¬ 
day, the 28th of August. It was 1,000 thalers^ 
which was sent to the distinguished sculptor Iier- 
tel, of Dresden, by the Prize Committee of the so¬ 
ciety. 

Carl Rottger of St. Petersburg announces a 
photograph of a maible group of Raphael which 
has lately been discovered in the Emperor’s her¬ 
mitage. It is called “ A Dead Boy carried by a 
Dolphin,” and is well known through a plaster cast 
in the museum in Dresden. The original had dis¬ 
appeared toward the end of last century, and it was. 
but lately ascertained through the researches of R. 
v. Gedesnow, director of the Imperial Hermitage, 
that the original must be contained in the building. 
The pamphlet containing these researches will be; 
published simultaneously with the photograph. 
The publication will of course be of great interest 
to all educated people. 

A. v. Kreling, the designer of the famous Ty- 
ler-Davidson fountain in Cincinnati, who many 
years ago began a series of illustrations to Goethe’s 
Faust as cartoons, is going to continue the work in 
oil paintings. These pictures, which comprise six¬ 
teen scenes, will be photographed and published 
by Fr. Bruckmann of Munich and Berlin. They 
will be issued two at a time at the shortest possi¬ 
ble intervals. 

Among the many valuable homoeopathic works 
published by Boericke & Tafel, the leading pub¬ 
lishers and suppliers to that school of medicine in 
this country, are two monographs upon diseases of 
the first importance. These are on “ Morbus 
Brighti,” or Bright’s Disease of the Kidneys, which 
is said to carry off as many patients as consump¬ 
tion, from the German of Dr. Joseph Buckner, by- 
Samuel Lilienthal, M. D., and on Scrofula, from 
the German of Dr. H. Goiillon of Weimar, by 
Emil Tietze, M. D. They cover very thoroughly 
the pathology and diagnosis of these affections, 
and give in detail the original and remedial action 
of the several hlomceopathic medicines. 
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Lours Prang and the New Chromos.— If 
there is an earnest, purposeful artist in the coun¬ 
try, it is Louis Prang, and each year brings us am¬ 
ple evidence of his remarkable enterprise and ar¬ 
tistic ability. While it does not serve the purposes 
of Art to overrate the value of .the chromo-litho¬ 
graph, rating it, as it is sometimes done, with the 
painting of which it is a copy, it cannot be gain¬ 
said that many homes are made beautiful by its 
presence, and that it occupies an important place 
as a popular teacher of what is beautiful in form 
and color. Eminently true is this of the publica¬ 
tions of Louis Prang, and chiefly so because he 
takes an honest pride in his work, is possessed of 
excellent taste and judgment in the selection of 
subjects, is a skilful workman himself, superintend¬ 
ing the gradual processes of production with un¬ 
ceasing care, each year producing better work than 
the year before. In evidence of this we have be- 
fore us a reproduction of Durand’s large painting, 
entitled “ Reminiscences of an Old Man.” This is 
in many respects the most artistic reproduction, 
while it is the largest (measuring nearly thirty-three 
inches by twenty-two) yet published by Mr. Prang, 
and one which cannot fail to find thousands of ad¬ 
mirers, for the subject is poetic and the treatment 
such that we lose but little of all that is best in the 
painting. Where the lithographer has permitted 
himself to take any license in the reproduction, he 
has done it judiciously, as in the harmony of color 
between the foreground and middle distance, which 
the original has not. Another important reproduc¬ 
tion by this house is a coast scene by moonlight, after 
Douzette, a highly effective work. And we have from 
them this year also an admirable catalogue of their 
publications, of over sixty pages, profusely illustrat- 
,ed, printed on fine paper, and containing much valu¬ 
able information touching the history and processes 
of chromo-lithography. Mr. Prang has just re¬ 
turned from a Western tour, with renewed strength, 
I hope, for the labor that he loves, and by which 
he has earned a world-wide reputation.— Evening 
Mail. 

The sale of the copyrights, etc., of the house of 
Bohn (not to be confounded with the English pub¬ 
lisher of that name) took place lately at Haarlem. 
The copyright of the “ Camera Obscura,” by Hil¬ 
debrand (Nicolas Beets), the most noted work in 
modern Dutch literature, was sold for 12,000florins; 
that of the Poems of the same author fetched 5,000 
florins. 

Mr. Mortimer Collins has in the press a 
.three-volume novel, .entitled “ Squire Silchester’s 
Whim.” 

Goldsmith’s “Deserted Village” has just been 
translated into Armenian, and Disraeli’s “ Lo- 
thair,” which had already appeared in Dutch and 
French, can now be enjoyed by the Italian enemies 
of the Pope. 

“ The Man with the Nose ” is the title of Miss 
“•.Cometh up as a Flower” Broughton’s new serial, 
and Henry Kingsley has chosen the subject of “My 
Landladies.” 

Two writers in the current issue of St. James's 
Magazine give “ Recollections of Schooldays in an 
American Female Seminary ” and the story of “ A 
Week at an American Water Cure.” The Gentle- 
man's discusses “ President-making in America.” 

The happy-thought man’s new book is to be 
“ Present Pastimes of Merrie England, interpreted 
from Ancient MSS., and annotated by F. C. Bur- 
nand, with colored illustrations drawn from ye 
Quickeby J. E. Rogers, author of ‘ Ridicula Redi. 
viva.’ ” It consists of articles, in prose or verse^ 
on the following subjects : “ Cat’s Cradles,” “ Mu. 


sic,” “ Dancing,” “ Bicyclopaedia,” “ The Angling 
Man and his Niece,” “ Croquet,” “ The Boating 
Boaster,” “Billiards,” “Battledore and Shut* 
tlecock,” and “Cricket.” 

A new quarterly, devoted to the cause of 
“ Spiritualism,” and called Het Spiritsch Tydschrift y 
has appeared at the Hague. 

The annual Congress of German Historical So¬ 
cieties was held at Darmstadt in the middle of 
September, and the twelfth Literary Congress, at 
which Belgian as well as Dutch savajits were pre¬ 
sent, was held at Middleburg, in Zeeland, Septem- 
ber 3-3. 

Dr. Maetzner, the author of what, says the 
AthencBum , is probably the best existing English 
Grammar—a translation of it into English is, by 
the way, announced by Mr. Murray—will shortly 
publish the first part of his old English Dictionary, 
being a companion volume to, and the completion 
of his Old English Texts, of which one volume of 
poetry and another of prose were published a year 
or two since. This opinion as to German educa¬ 
tional works on English language and literature is 
shared by our leading authority, Professor Childs, 
who declares that there are no English text books 
on our literature to compare with those of German 
writers. 

Percy Fitzgerald is writing “ The Life arid 
Adventures of Alexandre Dumas,” in which the 
singular career of Dumas and his strange system 
of manufacturing books will be related. 

A find, which may turn out to be an interesting 
one, has been made by Dr. Grant, of the American 
mission at Cairo, in the shape of a Hebrew MS. of 
portions of the Bible. It was found in a syna¬ 
gogue in the neighborhood of Cairo, reported to 
have been built forty-five years before the second 
temple was destroyed. It was carefully deposited 
in a niche in the wall, ten feet above the ground, 
and had to be secured by the means of a ladder. 
Portions, at least, of this MS., which still await, 
proper examination, are supposed to be very old.— 
Athenceum. 

Mr. John Cordy Jeaffreson has ready an¬ 
other work of social illustration that will shortly 
appear here simultaneously with its publication in 
London : A sketch of the origin and growth of the 
law, usages, folk lore, and festal practices of mar¬ 
riage in England. The book will be called “ Brides 
and Bridals.” 

“ The Mormons and the Silver Mines,” by Mr. 
James Bonwick, author of “The Last of the Tas¬ 
manians,” is another promised English work on 
America. 

Principal Dawson of Montreal is to publish 
shortly “The Stofy of the Earth and ifrari.” 

A portrait of Edmund Yates appears in No, 
185 of Appleton's Journal. 

John Esten Cooke’s latest novel, “Dr. Van¬ 
dyke,” is said to be founded on a veritable family 
tradition of the Old Dominion, and is as faithful 
thereto as “ The Bride of Larilmermoor ” to' the 
Scottish legend. 

The last article written by the late Dr. Francis 
Lieberis printed in the October number of the 
American Law Revieiu. It discusses “Some 
Points of International Law,” condemning the 
sales of arms made during the Franco-German war 
by our government. 

“ The Fortunes of a Brownie,” by the au- 
thor of “John Halifax,” is one of the most success¬ 
ful juvenile stories that Miss Mulock has yet pro¬ 
duced. 
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Perry’s “ Bible Manual,” which, says the 
Watchman and Reflector , we have often recom¬ 
mended as a book admirably adapted to meet the 
Bible-school question, and which has received the 
approval of prominent men in the different denom¬ 
inations, has suddenly taken a fresh start, and has 
recently been adopted in the schools of several of 
our large towns and cities-, and we hope the exam¬ 
ple thus set will be v^ry generally followed. The 
selections from the Bible are made with excellent 
judgment and grouped with rare tact and good 
taste, and no one not a bigot or a violent partisan 
can raise- a reasonable objection to its use.

The several editions of Professor Rudolf Wagner’s “Handbuchder Chemischen Technologie” 
have succeeded each other so rapidly that no apology is needed in offering a translation to the public. 

Under the head of Metallurgic Chemistry, the latest methods of preparing Iron, Cobalt, Nickel, 
Copper, Copper Salts, Lead and Tin and their Salts, Bismuth, Zinc, Zinc Salts, Cadmium, Antimony, 
Arsenic, Mercury, Platinum, Silver, Gold, Manganates, Aluminum, and Magnesium are described. The 
various applications of the Voltaic Current to Electro-Metallurgy follow under this division. The pre¬ 
paration of Potash'and Soda Salts, the Manufacture of Sulphuric Acid, and the Recovery of Sulphur 
from Soda-Waste, of course occupy prominent places in the consideration of chemical manufactures.
